GALES IN BRITAIN. 

Severe Less to Shipping on the Coast. 

London, Feb. 25.— .\ severe gale pre- 
vailed here and along tlie Coast last 
ui'dit. causing much damage to proiierty, 
in tins city. Trees were iip-rootod, 
walls of biiildiiigs in course of construc- 
tion were blown down and many hou.scs 
were unroofed. Tlie Chatham & l!)over 
railway was blocked for a considerable 
time by a shed, which htid been blown 
iicross the track. It retpiired several 
liours for worlcmen to remove the deb- 
ris. It is estimated that the wind at- 
tained a velocity of between (10 and 70 
miles an hour at times during the night. 
This morning, however, the gale is ahat- 
iiitr. 

The gale wsJs very severe along the 
coasts, and it is feare<l that a number 
of vessels Iiave been lost. A telecrarn 
I'cccivod early this morning at Ijlovd's 
r'epfii-ted the first disa.ster. The Rritish 
SteninshlpMonadnock. Capt. Woods, 
bound from Rlythe for Boston with a 
eiifKO of coal, wns driven ashore on the 
Isl" of Afan. Tier crew, 'wcfo rescued 
with much' dlfllculty by the life-savers. 
The vessel is well np, and it is. believed 
that she will bo a total loss. ' ' 



"Victoria is today beholding the dawn 
of an era of progress and prosperity 
which will sweej) away, let us hope, 
forever, all the clouds which have low- 
ered over the chief and greatest Industry 
in the magnilicent province of British 
Columbia." 

Such were the words of a delegate to 
the big mining convention, called at the 
instance of the British Columbia Min- 
ing Association, which opened yesterday 
morning nt 11 o'clock in the Board of 
Trade building. *riie speaker, as he 
uttered the remark, was surveying an 
assemblage uniiiue in the histury of 
popular luovemuuls in this province. 
Gathered together from every corner of 
the province were hundreds of men in- 
terested in the success of the mining in- 
dustry—all stirred by one common im- 
I.iilse— the desire to place that industry 
upon a proper working basis, to .stimu- 
late it to renewed effort to win from 
.■ilolhcr l'"artli. pregnant with untold 
wealth, that rewartl which will herald 
to all the world the fact that this prov- 
ince stands without a peer as a min- 
eral producing area. 

.Ml doubt as to the success of the con- 
vention in point of inuiieric.-il atteml- 
auce was banished at the opening meet- 
ing. The spacious Board of Trade 
Chamber was packed to sufTocation, it 
being ostiniated that no less than "i-'O 
delegates were in attembim'e from out- 
side points, with more lo come. No 
time was lost iu getting down to work; 
and both morning aad afternoon sessions 
were held, the i.rocoedings throughout 
being characterized by unbounded ca- 
thusiasin and fixed determination to 
successfully conBummate the gnjnd ob- 
ject aimed at. All the delegates were 
loud in their expressions of appreciation 
of the splendid manner in w!ii<'li Vic- 
toria had done its part in airaiiKing the 
initial details of the convention; and 
when His Worship :Mayor MeCandless 
extended a formal civic welcome in a 
well-worded si cli, the enthusia.sni ex- 
ceeded all bounds.

ment, as it necessarily is in importauce.

MOK.NING SESSION'. 
The Boaril of Trade rooms were crowd- 
ed yesterday morning when at 11 o'clock 
v. L. Beljea, K.U.. cliaiiiuan of the 
■.\ecutive coiiimitlce of the local branch, 
■ailed the meeting to order. Every Beat 
iu the auditorium was lilled, and in or- 
der lo iirovido acconiuiodat ion for the 
large attendance, it was necessary to 
throw open the folding doors leading 'o 
the reading room. 

In calling the meeting to order, Mr. 
Belyea took occasion to give expression 
to "ills appreciiilioii of llie tretueiidoiiis 
importance of the occasion,, which wa:- 
uuiiiiie in the history of llie iirovinoc. 
lie hoped and believed thai the conven- 
tion would be siiccc<^srul in the effort it 
was about to iiuaertake. He suggested 
that the meeting should -first devote its 
attention to the election of a temporary 
chairman.

The dele- 
gates, who had assembled from every 
corner of the province, were there to do 
business, get ihrough it as iiuickly a« 
possible, and Tcturti to their respective 
homes. 'lie helieved this lo be the most 
imporlant gathering ever hold in the 
city of Victoria, and he thought > ic- 
t(H-ia was to he congratulated on the 
splendid mamior it had handled the in- 
ception of the affalc, wliich bad been 
so enthusiantioally responded to. (Av 
plansc,) . _ 

The election of a tcin,poran:. secretary 
was next pi occcdod >'Uh{ t-nro" names 
being nlaced in nomination— A. 'Ja Bel. 
---•^ K, C„ and W£Martlmoi*,i 'Lamb. 
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The latter was elected to the position on 
the dirst ballot. 

Mr. Hi^'ginn at this stage rose and j 
called attention to the difference in the ' 
auinerical strength of the reprctsentation 
rrom tlif cities of Victoria and Van- 
couver. Victoria was tseiiding 20 dele- 
gates to the convention, and Vancouver, 
so he uouhI from the press, 40. If Vic- 
toria had adhered to her right to elect 
(lidegates to tlie full strength of her lo- 
cal orgjiuization, «he would have had a 
muck larger delegation. Uo suggested 
that tlio committee on credentials 
should be apprised of thin circumstance. 
Ill' had the names of 20 good men 
which might be properly added to tbo 
li.st represeating "Victoria. 

Jostiih 'Hunter, M.P.'P., regretted that 
.Mr. liiggins had raised such a ques- 
tion,, as it appeared that the convention 
was to witness tho usual "scrap" be- 
tween Victoria and Vancouver. He did 
not favor enlarging Victoria's reprcfien- 
lation; on the contrary, if Vancouver 
had ^ient over 40 delegates, as alleged, it 
would appear that the two Coast cities 
might domiiiiite the convention, and 
this would he unfair to the other por- 
tions of the pTOvincc. .\s a way out of 
the dilllculty, he su^rgesteil that the rep- 
i-escntation of Victiu'ia and ^'aIlcouver 
should be cut down to 10 <-.[ch. 

IMr. Higgins said there was uo attempt 
being made to Htir up sectional feeling, 
lie merely wanted to put Victoria and 
A'anciMiver on tin eipial fooling in the 
convention, lie did not like the idea of 
reducing tho represoiitation from the 
two cities, as if that ^vero done, the 
convention would run the risk of losiiu 
the services and advice of some excel- 
lent men. 

Tho cliaU'mau niou?-nt U well that the 
lucetiug should understand that the del- 
egates were here in response to an in- 
vitation Tvhich specifically stated that 
each district would be entitled to one 
representative for ever-y 20 members en- 
rolled in the loooi organization.

oiMved applause.) ille was of the opinion 
that the lioard of Trade rooms were too 
small for tho accommodation of .tho 
gathering, and he offered the use of tho 
iCity bnJl.
